For example, he said, many 
persons do not realize that the 
United States is just as much 
committed as the other Repub- 
lics to the Rio treaty of 1947, 
which makes an attack on one 
American republic an attack on 
all. 

‘We stand firmly by this com- 
mitment,” he said. ‘This. mutual 
security system, proved by 
time, should now enable some 
of the American republics to re- 
duce expenditures for arma- 
ments, and thus make funds 
available for constructive pur- 
poses.”’ 

He repeated the United States 
acceptance of non-intervention 
and said this country had abided 
by the concept for more than a 
quarter of a century.

The M.U. ‘Ticket’ 

The Mock Political Convention at 
the University of Missouri which 
nominated Sen. Stuart Symington 
and Gov. Edmund “Pat” Brown as 
the Democratic ticket is not to be 
interpreted as a vote of confidence 
in the Missouri Senator by the 
youth of his state.

To Two Audiences 


President Eisenhower's report on his Latin 
American journey was addressed to two audi- 
ences, and will be viewed somewhat different- 
ly by each. 

Latin Americans should not be unduly dis- 
appointed because the President offered no 
new policies or forms of aid; they had not ex- 
pected him to do so. For them the report is 
a warm and sincere statement of interest in 
their problems. 


North Americans should note the President’s 
direct appeal for greater understanding of the 
sister republics—something Mr. Eisenhower 
himself must have developed from his tour. 

The President found that Brazil, Argentina, 
Chile and Uruguay are as determined as we 
are to forge ahead economically without sacri- 
fice of the democratic system. He also found 
that each republic is highly individual, and the 
economies of the four countries which he vis- 
ited show that this is so. 

. ~ . 

Uruguay is a predominantly agricultural 
land where crop difficulties have made it dif- 
ficult to extend state welfare policies. Brazil 
is in the midst of a vast industrial boom 
which has led both to inflation and unusual 
growth. Argentina is applying an austerity 
program to repair the damages of the Peron 
dictatorship, while Chile is trying to stabilize 
its currency and invite capital to diversify an 
economy pegged to copper and nitrates. 

Naturally each nation will need different 
forms of encouragement and assistance from 
the United States as it seeks to find its own 
economic way, and Mr. Eisenhower recognized 
that fact. While he shied away from offers 
of anything like massive assistance, he also 
avoided homilies based on the United States’ 
own experience in economic growth. Meth- 
ods applied to this nation are not necessarily 
practicable for others which are entering the 
industrial age almost from scratch. 


On such matters the President might profit- 
ably have been more concrete. He could 
have said that the United States would re- 
verse its silent policy of refusing to aid na- 
tional oil operations, such as Brazil’s Petro- 
bras. He could have leavened this recognition 
of public enterprise by emphasizing the values 
of private enterprise regulated, as in the 
United States, in the public interest. 

~ * ™ 


For the fact is that each republic has within 
itself the power to avoid economic exploitation 
while turning private and foreign capital to 
national advantage. The methods may vary: 
requirements for majority domestic owner- 
ship of corporations, profit-sharing, income 
taxation. The United States certainly prefers 
such policies to hostile and impractical forms 
of economic nationalism such as those of Cas- 
tro’s Cuba. 


The four democracies which the President 
visited have learned how to deal with the 
United States and to prosper by friendly rela- 
tions. Mr. Eisenhower’s report is, indirectly, 
an expression of appreciation of that fact. His 
appreciation should be widely shared on the 
two American continents. 


After 49 Davs Adrift 


Storm-driven from the Kurile islands a 
thousand miles away, the four Soviet Russian 
soldiers were emaciated and their small land- 
ing craft was water-logged when the U.S. Air- 
craft Carrier Kearsarge picked them up in 
mid-Pacific. They had had little water and 
almost no food during 49 days they had help- 
lessly drifted. It must have been by the 
sheerest bit of luck that the sharp eyes of a 
lookout were able to sight the small ship toss- 
ing on the waves as the twilight faded away. 
Too often in such perilous incidents “Old 
Devil Sea” is the immutably winning force 
that claims his victims. When the urgent 
brotherhood of the sea, which knows no dis- 
tinctions in time of distress, can snatch lives 
back from the brink of death the common 
bond between all men is strengthened. 


Setback for Price-fixing 

The United States Supreme Court’s decision 
that Parke, Davis & Co. maintained fixed re- 
tail prices in violation of the Sherman Anti- 
trust Act knocks out some of the props 
under artificially high drug prices. It also 
marks another in a long series of defeats for 
those manufacturers and retailers who want 
to impose their own ideas about prices on all 
retailers against the will of many of them. 


What the Supreme Court says in the Parke, 
Davis case is that a precedent permitting a 
company to withhold its product from dealers 
who refused to abide by -announced prices 
does not apply if the company goes further 
and exerts pressures on the dealers to com- 
ply. The case in precedent was United States 
v. Colgate, decided in 1919. 


Manufacturers who want to fix the retail

precedent as their protection from anti-trust 
prosecution after the so-called “fair, trade” 
laws, exempting nationally trade-marked prod- 
ucts from the Sherman Act, repeatedly failed 
of their objective. : 

Federal fair trade laws, which grew out of 
the price wars in the depression of the ‘30s, 
suspended the anti-trust laws to allow states 
_to adopt price-fixing legislation. The only 
thing that made these laws enforceable was 
a provision known as the non-signer clause. 
It provided that the fixed prices should be 
binding on retailers who had not signed an 
agreement to abide by them as well as 0 
those who had done so. | 


The non-signer clause was outlawed by the 
Supreme Court in 1951. The following. year 


Congress enacted new legislation intended to. 


get around the decision. It provided that ¢on- 


prices should be legal and that states could 
make them binding on non-signers. 


Since then, courts in at least 15 states have 
declared these non-signer clauses unconstitu- 
tional. It was these setbacks that drove the 
price-fixing manufacturers to reliance on the 
Colgate precedent for their protection. 

Meanwhile, legislation pending in Congress 
would go to the farthest extremes yet. It 
would ram the fair trade laws down the 
throats of all the states regardless of whether 
they wanted them or not. Missouri is one of 
the states that would be most drastically 
coerced by this proposed legislation, Along 
with Texas, Nebraska, Vermont, Alaska and 
the District of Columbia, it has steadfastly 
rejected fair trade laws. 

We agree with the Anti-trust division of 
the Department of Justice that the proposed 
legislation would undercut anti-trust laws and 
invade states’ rights. We agree with the Fed-

Kennedy Forges Ahead 


Senator Kennedy’s phenomenal showing in 
New Hampshire is a boost to his presidential 
aspirations. He polled more than 42,000 
votes in the preferential primary, 17,000 
more than the figure his supporters had set 
as representing a substantial victory, and 
21,000 more than Senator Kefauver received 
four years ago. His tally was close to the 
45,000 total the state’s Republican governor, 
Wesley Powell, who tried to smear him at 
the last minute, said he must achieve to prove 
his drawing power. 


Mr. Kennedy had no substantial opposition 
in the Democratic primary, nor did. Vice 
President Nixon in the Republican. But while 
Mr. Nixon topped by a margin of some 9000 
votes the record 56,464 President Eisenhower 
received in 1956, his margin over Kennedy 
was much smaller than the usual two-to-one 
Republican majority in the state. At the 
latest count the Republican margin was 
approximately three-to-two. 


Mr. Kennedy has now proved himself an 
exceedingly tough competitor. He undoubt- 
edly benefited by the excessive and misguid- 
ed zeal of Mr. Nixon’s friends. Gov. Powell’s 
attempted election-eve smear boomeranged. 
He accused Mr. Kennedy of “softness” on 
Communism, a charge that forced an imme- 
diate repudiation by Mr. Nixon, whose New 
Hampshire campaign Gov. Powell is direct- 
ing. There is more than a hint here that no 
more political mileage is to be gained from 
the old McCarthy tactics, a fact Mr. Nixon 
understands far better than some of his con- 
servative backers. 


This is Mr. Kennedy’s second big coup. A 
few weeks ago, in a hard-boiled political ma- 
neuver, he sewed up the big Ohio delegation. 
Now his campaign has gathered momentum, 
which it must have and sustain if he is to go 
to the convention with enough votes to win 
As a result of Tuesday’s 
vote his campaign will roll into Wisconsin 
for the April 5 primary in high gear. 


Senator Neuberger 


The untimely death of Senator Richard L. 
Neuberger of Oregon deprives not only his 
state but the nation of a valuable public 
servant. At 41 the journalist and student of 
politics made political history himself by be- 
coming QOregon’s first Democratic Senator 
in years; and it was his election that switched 
the Senate majority from Republican to Dem- 
ocratic after two brief years of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. He quickly proved 
himself a stalwart liberal though not a doc- 
trinaire Democrat; he consistently supported 
the Administration on foreign policy issues, 
fiscal and monetary policy. Then, a little 
over a vear ago, cancer struck him down. He 
recovered sufficiently to return to Washing- 
ton for a time, devoting himself appropriate- 
ly to the fight for funds for medical research. 
Yet now at 47 a cerebral hemorrhage has 
ended a promising career. The best measure 
of his quality is that after winning election 
in 1954 by the narrowest of margins he was 
entering this year’s campaign with virtually 
no opposition to his re-election. The nation 
will miss him. 


Preserved by Whom? 


In discussing the future of the old Post Of- 
fice site, the Post-Dispatch, like officials of 
Downtown, Inc., has stated that the present 
building has been declared surplus, Frank 
Hilliker, in the Letters column today, says 
this is not so, and he is right. Although the 
Federal Government’s brief in its lawsuit to 
clear title flatly stated that “the property was 
declared surplus in 1957,” the General Serv- 
ices Administration informs us that this step 
has not been taken and will not be taken until 
the new Federal office building is completed 
at Market and Fifteenth streets. 

But all this does not change the fact that 
the Federal Government as of now does 
intend to vacate the present building and to 
dispose of it. Franklin Floete, GSA Admin- 
istrator, in a letter to Representative Karsten 
Dec. 28, said: “We are still of the opinion that 
it would be in the best interest of the Govern- 
ment to dispose of the Old Custom House as 
soon as the Federal activities now housed 
therein can be suitably located after comple- 
tion of the new building. The building will be 
disposed of under the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Property and Administrative Services 
Act of 1949, as amended.” 

There is.a legitimate argument over the 
future. of the site but it should begin, we 
think, with the fact that the Government does 
not want it and intends to dispose of it. Those 
who are arguing for preservation of the pres- 
ent building will have to face the question of 
who is going to preserve it, for the Federal 
Government is not.., And if a private buyer 
would be likely to tear the building down, 
then it is of utmost importance to St. Louis 
that the redevelopment of the site be con- 
trolled in the public interest. 


Indonesia Still in Trouble 


The fragility of the governmental structure 


in Indonesia is further illustrated by Presi- 
dent Sukarno’s suspension of Parliament. This 
occurred only a few days after the state visit 
of Premier Khrushchev of the Soviet Union, 


\ which had. its <limax in the announcement 
tracts specifying minimum and maximum» 


Russia would extend Indonesia $250,000,000 
in credits to build up industry. From the 
Soviet viewpoint, this is probably a good in- 
vestment, since Communism thrives on unsta- 
ble governments. 

As so frequently happens in Indonesia, the 
meaning of Dr. Sukarno’s action is not quite 
clear. The members of the 246-member Parlia- 
ment, sworn in last July under the reinstated 
1945*Constitution, held their last session with 
cheers for the Republic and its President. The 
President’s decree blamed “lack of ¢o-opera- 
tion between-Parliament and the government” 
over the 1960 budget. How Parliament is to 
be reconstituted is not indicated. 

Indonesia, a former Dutch possession, has 
tried earnestly to establish democratic forms 
but has met with one frustration after an- 
other. The people are certainly not running 
the government when President Sukarno can 
play cat and mouse with Parliament as he has 
been doing.

C.O.R.E. Aids Negro Demonstrations in South; Group Preaches Non-V iolence

BELGRADE, March 9 (AP)— 
Yugoslavia recorded its best 
harvest ever last year, and the 
ruling Communists say the 
achievement is evidence their 
kind of communism is better 
than the Kremlin brand. 

Yugoslav officials say their 
farmers harvested 4,030,000 tons 
of wheat in 1959, compared to 
the 3,100,000 tons in 1957, the 
previous record year. They say 
the big harvest is largely due 
to their agriculture policies, and 
to. modern mechanization and 
fertilizers. 


While the pro-Kremlin Com- 
munist countries of Eastern 
Europe have continued to seek 
forced collectivization of agri- 
culture, Yugoslavia in recent 
years has been depending on 
volunteer co-operatives, 

Key Dispute. 

Collectivization versus  co- 
operatives is one of the key dis- 
putes between President Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s Communists and 
those following the Kremlin line. 

In Yugoslavia, farm co-opera- 
tives can obtain easy govern- 


forced to join the co-operatives, 
but the credit terms are attrac- 
tive to them. The credits have 
played a role in bringing mod- 
ern machinery and methods to 
centuries old Yugoslav farms. 

Yugoslav Reds have bristled

WASHINGTON, March 9. — 
The long-awaited effort to en- 
act legislation curbing abuses 
in the federal regulatory agen- 
cies is scheduled to get under 
way next week, but the timing 
makes it unlikely that very 
much will be accomplished in 
this session of Congress. 

Under reported prodding by 
the Democratic leadership, the 
House Interstate Commerce 
Committee has announced plans 
to begin hearings Tuesday on 
various bills designed to pre- 
vent influence-peddling favorit- 
ism and fraternization in the 
important quasi-judicial agen- 
cies. 

Speaker Sam Rayburn is un- 
derstood to be anxious to have 
something concrete to show in 
the way of remedial legislation 
but 
‘advance indications are that the 
effort may have come too late. 

The recent admission by 
“Chairman John C. Doerfer of 
the Federal Communications 

Commission that he spent a week 
on the yacht of a broadcaster 
subject to FCC regulation point- 
ed up the fact that Congress 
still has not come to grips with 
‘the problem of influence in the 
regulatory agencies. 
No Major Legislation. 

A full two years after the 
first disclosures by a_ special 
House subcommittee, no major 
legislation has been enacted, al-

Creativity Is Going 


Out of Business 


NEW YORK, March 9. 

WHEN OTHERS are looking for robins, I look for the 
announcement of award luncheons. When they start pessing 
out awards, spring can’t be far behind. Already they've 
handed out the Sylvania Awards. The Emmys and the Pea- 
bodys lie ahead. What. 
kind of season has it been? 
It's not been a bad sea- 
son. There’s been plenty 
to look at, heaven knows, 
but the best things in it 
were written by people 
named Somerset Maugham 
(“Moon and Sixpence’) 
and Edith Wharton (“Eth- 
an Frome”), who are not 
youngsters. 

In short, it’s not been a 
very creative season. The 
most original new show 
was “Twilight Zone” 
which has had trouble at- 
tracting viewers. The new 
dramas have been notably 
weak, especially on Play- 
house 90, of which we 
once expected so much. 
There hasn’t even been a 
quiz show of any startling 
originality. The only new personalities of any interest have 
been kids (Dennis the Menace, and that beatnik kid on ‘‘Dobie 
Gillis”). The other ‘‘new” personalities like ‘““Mr. Lucky” are 
strictly imitations of Cary Grant. 

We can’t seem to produce new plays, new ideas, fresh 
yersonalities. But then I look around me into other fields 
ind it occurs to me that this phenomenon js not isolated to 
elevision. This has been one of the worst seasons Broadway 
yas had in many many a moon. Even those plays with un- 
loubted merit are not freshly minted. ‘The Miracle Worker” 
s a case history—touching, dramatically satisfying, emo- 
jonally enriching—but still a case history, ‘Fioreilo” bor- 
‘ows its most explosive moments from newspaper files. 
‘Gypsy,”’ “‘Andersonville Trial,” ‘Sound of Music,” all deal 
vith real rather than imaginary people and such shows as 
‘Thurber Carnival” and ‘“‘Take Me Along” are reworkings of 
vid material. Of fresh creative work, there are only Paddy 
Chayevsky’s “Tenth Man” and Lillian Hellman’s “Toys in 
-he Attic.” 


CARY GRANT 


This failure of creativity afflicts almost any field 
you examine, The movie houses are having a great 
day re-issuing old movies. Around the corner from 
my house is “From Here to Eternity.” Elsewhere they 
are reissuing “On the Waterfront” and “Caine 
Mutiny.” And, of course, one of the biggest hits of 
the new pictures is “Ben-Hur” which is hardly a new 
idea. And, everyone knows, they have not had a new 
personality in the motion picture business sirice 
roughly the twelfth century. Every movie marquee has 
either Cary Grant, Frank Sinatra or Tony Curtis em- 
blazoned all over it. I’m not only sick of those faces 
but of those names. I keep wishing just once they'd 
misspell them. What would happen to the picture busi- 
ness if Cary Grant died? 


Maybe we've just forgotten how to create. In the book 
‘usiness—no reason why I should let them escape unscathed 
-—the No. 1 best-seller again reflecting our passion for bi- 
ography, is Moss Hart’s ‘“‘Act One.” 

People still write novels—the creative urge is not dead, 
‘ust dying—but most of the fiction on the best seller list -is 
utter trash, , 

I don’t suppose it should be a great comfort to those of 
‘s stuck with the television dodge, but the fact is that condi- 
ions in her sister arts are not much better and conceivably 
aay be worse. The theater, for instance, would have been in 
2rrible shape without the assistance of some refugees from 
2levision. “The Miracle Worker” was a Playhouse 90 script 
nd Paddy Chayevsky, television’s best known minnesinger. 


Another, to me thoroughly alarming, failure of 
creativity is in the field of popular music. All the old 
songs are coming back, including some great old 
ones, but they were all writ 30 years ago or more. 
The singers are new but the songs are still “Say It 
Isn’t So,” “Where or When,” or “Among My Sou- 
venirs.” America led the popular music field for so 
many years we assumed we always would. But where 
are the new songwriters? Certainly there are none 
around of the stature of George Gershwin, Irving Ber- 
lin, or Cole Porter. 


In the whole field of American creativity, there seems to 


be a great pause. Television’s lack is only one aspect of it.

How Americans Behave Abroad

WHILE I have not yet read 
“The Ugly American,” I’ve 
heard enough about it to have 
developed a lively curiosity. 
Are we really so badly repre- 
sented abroad? 

I am looking forward to-a dis- 
cussion next Sunday, March 13, 
at the Priory School on ‘The 
Ugly American.” It will be in 
the form of a dialogue between 
the Rev. Walter J. Ong, profes- 
sor of English at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, and the Rev. Timothy 
Horner, headmaster of the St. 
Louis Priory. Both speakers lived 
abroad for years; they had am- 
ple opportunity to observe 
Americans away from home, 


From my own limited ex- 
perience I have the impres- 
sion that our consuls and 
diplomats do remarkably well, 
in spite of inadequate pay and 
insecurity. And I’ve known 
wives of diplomats who should 
receive the Congressional 
Medal of Honor; they had gone 
through appalling trials and 
dangers with high courage. 


The record is mixed when it 


comes to the men and women . 


who go abroad with our foreign 
aid programs. Some are wise 
and dedicated; others are pro- 
vincial, and remain so. 

In spite of the latter type, the 
United States has made a great 


They'll Do 
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impression. When I ventured to 
say at a party last summer in 
France that we felt dur foreign 
aid had been in some cases badly 
administered, every Frenchman 
turned on me, as did the one 
Belgian present. Their feeling 
was summed up by a French- 
woman, “If 50 per cent of Ameri- 
can aid was wasted through your 
fault or ours, and mind you, 
I’m not admitting that it was

wasted, still, the other 50 per 
cent was all that saved the 
western world from Commu- 
nism.” 

When it comes to American 
soldiers and sailors, they are 
certainly generous, kindly and 
democratic. Wherever they are, 
their interest in native children 
is proverbial. 

Where we seem most at fault 


is in the officer class of the 
armed forces. Some of them are 
incredibly arrogant and selfish, 
demanding their creature com- 
forts at no matter what cost. 

Before the bricks begin to 
fly, let me say that four of 
the men of my family have been 
stationed in Africa or Asia, and 
I’ve heard them tell about acts 
of great kindness performed by 
American officers overseas. 

From all this, I come to the 
conclusion, scarcely original, 
that there exists among Ameri- 
cans the same variation that 
one observes among the nation- 
als of other countries. 


If only all Americans could 
go abread with humility in- 
stead of arrogance! We need 
the spirit of John Woolman, 
who before the American 
Revolution set out to visit a 
tribe of dangerous Indians in 
Pennsylvania. He said that he 
wanted to “understand their 
life and the spirit they live in, 
if happily I might receive 
some instruction from them.” 
What respect that shows, what 
recognition of the personal 
dignity of another race! 


What people want more than 
anything else on earth is re- 


spect. Even Louis XIV, absolute 


anonarch though he was, under- 
stood this. In giving a directive 
about the handling of charity, 
he said, “You must not insult 
their poverty.”

ONE OF THE MOST difficult 
plays to recognize is the dummy 
reversal. Declarer follows what 
might be called an unnatural 
line of play in order to accom. 
plish his purpose, 

South is in six diamonds and 
gets a heart lead and a heart 
continu@tion. He ruffs the sec. 
ond heart. How should he play 
the hand? 


Declarer has 11 tricks con. 
sisting of five diamonds, five 
clubs, and a spade. It seems to 
be perfectly normal to draw the 
adverse trumps and place reli- 
ance on the spade finesse to pro- 
duce the twelfth trick. If East 
has the king, the hand is made: 
if West has the king, the hand 
goes down. 


But, actually, there is another 
line of play available to South, 
and, while it carries with it no 
guarantee of success, it provides 
declarer with a greater chance 
to make the slam. The alternate 
method of play is to take ad- 
vantage of the dummy reversal 
possibility. 

At trick three declarer leads 
a diamond to the ten and ruffs 
another heart. He then plays a 
trump to the queen and ruffs 
dummy’s last heart. 


Since by this time, South has 
led diamonds twice and ruffed 
hearts three times, he is out of 
trumps. He plays a club to the 
ace and cashes the ace of dia- 
monds, drawing West's _ last 
trump, while at the same time 
he discards. the four of spades. 
Declarer’s spade loser is thus 
taken care of, and he wins the 
rest of the tricks to make the 
slam. 


It is not so easy to recog- 
nize, when the hand is first 
examined, that it is possible to 
discard the spade loser on one 
of dummy’s trumps. That 's 
why dummy’s reversal situations 
are frequently overlooked.

OUR 4YEAR-OLD SON grows amazingly. He is about 
six feet tall. Maybe a few inches over. 


First thing I do when I get home from long trips is to 
measure him.

What I take apart is the 
soap dispenser. He likes to get small bars of soap. 

That is not the opener, though. We have a routine. 

He comes down the ramp yelling, “Daddy!” 


“I beg your pardon, sir. I do not recognize you. Who 
are you?” 


This is pretty good comedy. He has grown so 
much, changed so much, that his own father does not 
recognize him! He then.tells me who he is. 

“No!” I drop my bags in amazement. (I dropped 
one on a lady’s toe once, I am that good when the 
actor comes out in me. She was amazed. Sore too.) 

“Yes. I am.” 

“No. Impossible. Why when I went away, you 
were just a LITTLE boy. How did you grow up so 
fast? Did you eat all your cereal?” 


Well, finally, he convinces me that he is really and truly 
the same boy I left. 

Then we go home and I measure against the wall. 

We are amazed all over again and it is the finest reunion 
you could hope for. Imagine going away and leaving a small 
boy. And coming back and finding a boy six feet tall—if 
you measure him and make the mark by putting your elbow 
on his head. That and standing him on a small stool. 

Naturally, we have a good many things to talk over. 
He likes to talk about the good old days. We have some 
good laughs over what he used to do when he was small. 

The cat has scratched him. But it is nothing. Hardly 
enough for a Purple Heart. 

This is a neighbor’s cat who comes to visit. He carries 
the cat around like a sack of flour. Sometimes the cat

“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“I WISH YOU WOULD WRITE an article on the adoption 
of children. I am over 45, not too old and not too young, I 
would like to adopt a boy and a girl. The homes (they tell me) 
won’t let you have children if you are over 45. This is a 
mistake. We have a nice home and an income and could bet- 
ter take care of them than younger couples. Our neighbors’ 
children are crazy about us. If you can tell me something 
that makes: sense on this subject, I will appreciate it. 

MRS. S. B.” 

I hope that childless couples of, say 35, will read your 
letter and profit by it. 

Life doesn’t wait for us. We keep up with it or it leaves 
us behind. You are entitled to be angry with me if I am 
unkind in what I am about to say, but I do not mean to be. 
But I do intend to speak plain facts. 


As you know, there are more people seeking to 
adopt babies than there are adoptable babies. And in 
any event, the homes and other agencies which handle 
adoptions owe their first allegiance to the little ones 
whe are to be adopted. They do not, and must not, 
think first of the desires of people who want ta adopt. 
They must think first of the needs of these babies and 
children. 


You are, as you say, over 45. If you adopted a baby now, 
you would be in your 60’s before the child reached the age of 
high school and the age of having dates. You would be be- 
tween 65 and 70 before the child finished college. 

Yes, at 45 you have money and a home. But a growing 
child wants and needs and deserves younger parents. They 
may own less, but they aren’t so likely to be quite so sedate. 
More likely to romp, less likely to say, ‘‘Play quietly!” 


It is true that people who have babies at 45 often 
bring up children who are perfectly happy, well- 
adjusted and normal. But the percentages are some- 
what better 10 or 20 years earlier in life. These per- 
centages are, and should be, figured in behalf of the 
child, not the foster parents! 


Please don’t think I am unsympathetic. I am not. But I 
am placing ylur feelings second to those of the child to be 
adopted, and that is exactly what the agencies do. 

Money, and what money buys, is important, but it is not 
the most important thing in life, nor is it of any great im- 
portance to a child. Children see values so much better 
than we do! 

Now it so happens that, while there are too few babies 
to fill the demand for adoptions, I understand there are some- 
what more children of, say, the age of 10 or so. Why not 
inquire into this, rather than mourning what might have 


been?

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Salk Vaccine Came Too Late for Her 


Mary Gray, Totally Incapacitated for Six Years, Urges Others to Take Polio

FROM the. pink-walled living 
room of the apartment which 
Mary Gray shares with her sis- 
ter, Ruth Gaines, you can hear 
a sound like a giant’s gentle 
snoring. Haugh-shee, haugh-shee 
it goes, rhythmically, regularly. 
There are other noises, too, 
whirring, rolling, cranking 
noises. It is a well mechanized 
household as it must be for Mrs. 
Gray, totally incapacitated by 
polio for six years. 

That time element, six years, 
is important. It was before the 
days of the Salk vaccine. Today 
an alert 23-year-old, as Mary was 
in 1954, could get the vaccination 
series which would enable her to 
be immune or, at worst, only 
mildly affected by polio. 


Today it is made so easy that 


no child or adult has an excuse . 


for remaining unprotected. This 
week the St. Louis-St. Louis 
County National Foundation, sup- 
ported by the New March of 
Dimes, has set up 46 stations 
where vaccinations may be had 
for $1. 

‘We urge everyone to have the 
shots,”’ Mary Gray says. ‘‘For 
thousands of us the vaccine 
came too late.” 

Mary has to twist her head 
and looks slightly uncomfortable 
like a person in a dentist’s chair 
as she talks to you but her 
pleasant voice and quick smile 
soon make you forget that her 
very breath of life comes from a 
machine which pumps _§$ air 
through a formidable series of 
hoses and tubes attached to her 
chest. Even the snoring noise 
fades into the background. 

Lying there, Mary looks like 
a slender, attractive, immacu- 
lately groomed teen-ager. An 
electrician working at the house 
one day explained to his super- 
visor over the phone that he 
couldn’t shut off the power be- 
cause ‘‘the kid here’’ needed it. 
Mary was highly insulted. 

“T’ll have you know I have a 
§-year-old son,’’ she said indig- 
nantly. 

Mike, the son, will be 10 this 
year. He was 4 in the fall of 
1954, living happily with his 
father and mother in Saginaw, 
Mich., on that Oct. 20 morning 
when his mother woke up with 
a headache. 

The headache was with her 
all day and after a while her 
neck felt stiff, too. She thought 
she was getting a cold. By eve- 
ning she felt so bad she called 
the doctor. He gave her a shot 
of penicillin and said it was 
probably a virus. A lot of that 
going around. 

By the next morning she 
couldn’t swallow and by the 
evening of Oct. 21 she was in 
the hospital. She remembers 


_ that she could still move her 


feet when they put her into the 
oxygen tank. When she woke 
up she was completely para- 
lyzed, from bulbar and spinal 
polio. From St. Luke’s Hospital 
in Saginaw she was moved to 
the University of Michigan hos- 
pital at Ann Arbor where the 
National Foundation operates a 
respiratory center and there she 
spent three years. 

“I knew what I had and I 
knew what could be done which 
was very little,” said Mary. 
“Once you have polio they have 
to wait and see how far the 
paralysis is going to go. With 
me it just kept going. But I had 
a lot of help at the center. They 
didn’t give up and they wouldn’t 
let me give up.” 

Both Mary and her sister 
laugh as they recall a sign over 
a door at the center: ‘Halitosis 
is better than no breath at all.” 
It is typical of the snap-out-of- 
it, non-pitying attitude taken 
toward polio patients there. 

“So many patients are com- 
pletely apathetic when they 
come there,’’ said Ruth, “they 
figure that ever making them 
mad does them good.” 

“The first year is the hard- 
est,” said Mary. “You realize 
you’re completely dependent on 
others and it’s hard to accept. 
So many of them would cry and 
you’d try to help them because 
you knew what they were going 
through. Most of them had been 
such active people; polio seems 
to strike the most active ones. 


“There were patients of all 
ages. There was a 68-year-old 
grandmother and a baby who 
came when- she was 2 and 
didn’t leave until she was 6.

There was a 48-year-old doc- 
tor; he was a terrible patient 


at first. There was one man 
with six children and another 
with seven. They came in aft- 
er the Salk discovery. Their 
children had had the vaccine 
but they hadn’t.”’ 

For 19 months Mary was fed 
through a tube and developed 
‘“‘swivel eyeballs’? from trying 
to see up and around the iron 
lung. Her sister, Ruth, left her 
job in St. Louis and went to 
Michigan to be with Mary and 
help her family. 

Then there developed a situ- 
ation in her personal life which 
Mary would rather not discuss 
but which is necessary for the 
record. Some people, she ex- 
plains carefully, can accept ad- 
versity better than others. When 
her husband brought up the syb- 
ject of divorce she opposed it at 
first but finally consented. 


After she left the hospital, her 
sister brought her to St. Louis 
and took a larger apartment to 
accommodate all the equipment 
necessary for a polio patient. 
For a while, Mike visited back 
and forth between his mother 
and his father’s new family but 
one day he arrived in St. Louis 
with his suitcase and said he’d 
come to stay. He had thought 
it over and it seemed like the 
right thing to do. 

The three live in a roomy 
apartment at 4933 McPherson 
avenue. Mary and Ruth’s fa- 
ther, Cecil Gaines, and his wife 
live across the street. Their 
mother died a few months before 
Mary got polio; it was a bad 
year for them, 1954.

When Ruth is at her job at 


the Social Security office in the 
Arcade building, a helper, Mrs. 
Martha Weaver, takes over. Un- 
der her care, Mary leads a 
pleasant regimented life, waking 
at 7:30, breakfast at 8, bath at 
11:30. She can eat anything she 
wants except when she has a 
cold and has to revert to a 
liquid diet. Never a heavy eater, 
she must be reminded to take 
enough to keep from losing 
weight. During the worst of her 
illness and domestic problems 
she went down to 45° pounds. 
Now she weighs 120. 

The machine that keeps Mary 
breathing is a Monaghan respira- 
tor, a long gray metal box which 
she nicknamed Rackety-boom at 
first but which now has a new 
gear box and the quieter snoring 
sound. This machine pumps air 
through a humidifier and via a 
tracheotomy directly into her 
lungs, a newly developed means 
of positive pressure less cum- 
bersome than the iron lung or 
chest shell. 

In the event of a blown fuse 
or power shortage, Martha is in- 
structed in the use of a hand 
bellows. A portable respirator on

TV Program on helen 


NEW YORK, March 9 

I MUST TELL YOU SOME MORE about the ‘Prospects 
of Mankind” television show that we recorded in Boston last 
Sunday. Our subject was Africa. 

Despite the heavy snowstorm that had hit Boston the air- 
port was open, and Julius Nyerere of Tanganyika arrived 
safely from Washington and Dr. Ralph Bunche from New 
York. Lady Jackson (Barbara Ward), who is teaching at 
Harvard, did not have far to travel, nor did Mr. Saville Davis, 
our permanent questioner on the program, who lives in the 
Boston area. 

Mr. Nyerere, who is slated to be prime minister of Tan- 
ganyika when it gains its independence -in the next few 
years, has earned the reputation of being the most moderate 
of the African leaders who have visited our shores. He is 
young, as are nearly all the people who are founding the 
new nations on the African continent. I have a feeling that he 
will be an astute and wise leader. What is more, he will have 
wit and humor. His eyes can sparkle and smile, and he is 
not slow to take up any challenge. 


LADY JACKSON, whose husband is the resident govern- 
ment adviser in Ghana and whose home now is in Ghana, 
has a wide experience and knowledge of African problems. 
Her training as an economist fits her to look at the economic 
questions objectively and in the framework of a very broad 
experience in Europe and Asia as well as in Africa. 

Dr. Bunche, of course, is always a joy, and he was quick 
to take up any suggestion that the United Nations could do 
certain things that individual nations could not do. It is 
quite evident that economic help offered by the United Na- 
tions would be far more acceptable to the leaders of the 
African countries than would help from individual nations, 
for this would eradicate some of the fear of domination that 
they feel might ensue from private aid. 


I WAS INTERESTED TO HEAR that all three of our 
guests thought the threat of Communism in Africa was much 
less important than the positive approach of giving the Afri- 
cans some tangible help in capital investment, technical as- 
sistance and understanding of their problems. 

If the truth were told, I think every one of my guests was 
a little impatient that the United States did not have more 
interest than we have shown so far. 

I hope that the television audience, when it sees this 
particular ‘‘Prospects of Mankind’’ show, will find it as ex- 
citing and interesting as I did in participating in it.

‘Figuring Your, 


Income Tax

-THIRD OF A SERIES 

IN FILING a 1959 income tax 
return, special rules cover hus- 
bands and wives, a person 
whose husband or wife died 
recently, and people who can 
qualify as ‘‘head of household.” 
Understanding them may save 
you money, 

Remember: 

1, For each $600 exemption 
you can claim, you take that 
much off your income before 
what’s left is taxed. 

2. The tax rate you can use 
makes a big difference. It’s con- 
tained in schedules 1, 2 and 3 
on the next to last page of the 
instruction sheet. 

Here’s an explanation of the 
three schedules: 

No. 1—for single persons or 
married people filing separate- 
ly, it has the highest tax rate. 

No. 2—for couples filing joint- 
ly and certain widows and 
widowers, it has the lowest rate. 

No. 3—for unmarried or 
legally separated taxpayers who 
qualify as head of household, it 
is higher than No. 2 but lower 
than No. 1. 


NOW TAKE husbands and 
wives: 

Each person filing a return 
gets a $600 exemption for him- 
self if he’s under 65, $1200 if 
he’s over 65, and another $600 
in he’s blind. He gets the same 
exemptions for his wife, if she 
fits certain rules. 

You can claim an exemption 
for her if she had no income and 
you alone file a return (in this 
case you’d use schedule No. 1) 
or if she files jointly with you, 
whether or not she had income 
(you’d use schedule Noy 2). 

If your wife had $600 income 
or more, she must file a return, 
either separately or jointly with 
you. If she files separately, she 
claims her own $600 exemption 
on her return, you claim yours 
on your return (you’d both use 
schedule No. 1). 

If she had income less than 


‘$600, she doesn’t have to file a 


return. But you can’t claim an 
exemption for her, because she 
did have income, unless she files 
jointly with you. 

If she doesn’t, in such a case, 
file jointly with you, you'd file 
your own return, using schedule 
No. 1. In. short, you’d lose her 
exemption. 

In some special cases hus- 
bands and wives might save 
money filing separate returns, 
but most couples are ahead with 
a joint return, using schedule 
No. 2. 

When couples file separately 

but one of them wants to itemize 
deductions instead of taking the 
standard deduction of 10 per cent, 
both must itemize, and neither 
can claim any more than the 
itemized list shows. 
- If you were married any time 
in 1959, you’re considered mar- 
ried for the whole year. If you 
were divorced on or before the 
last day of 1959, you are con- 
sidered single for the entire’ year 
and may not file a joint return— 
and you can’t claim an exemption 
for your :wife even though you 
contributed to more than half her 
support in 1959. 

Widows and widowers and the 
“surviving spouse” provision: 
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Which Schedule for You? 


If your wife (or husband) died 
during 1959—whether or not she 
had income but provided you 
did not remarry—you can claim 
an exemption for her and file a 
joint return, using schedule No. 
2. If she had income, you must, 
of course, include it in your re- 
turn. 


IF YOUR WIFE (or husband) 
died in 1958 or 1957, you can still 
get the benefit of using schedule 
No. 2 if you meet these require- 
ments: 

You must have been entitled to 
file a return with your spouse in 
the year of her death (whether 
you actually did doesn’t matter); 
you have not remarried; you 
have a child or stepchild who 
qualifies as your dependent; and 
you furnish over half the cost of 
your home which is the principal 
residence of your dependent 
child or stepchild. 


You would in this case list 
your Own income, exemptions 
and deductions. You can’t in this 
case—as you could if your wife 
died in 1959—claim an exemption 
for her. But you could get the 
benefit of using schedule No. 2. 

Head of household: 

You get the benefit of being 
allowed to use schedule No. 3 
—through being considered 
“head of household’’—if you 
meet these requirements: 

You were unmarried or legally 
separated at the end of 1959 or 
were married by year’s end to 
someone who for some part of 
the year was a_ non-resident 
alien; you must have furnished 
over half the cost of maintain- 
ing your home which was the
